QUALIFICATIONS OF A TRAVELLING 
SALESMAN* 

The qualifications necessary for a good 
commercial traveller are of so unique a 
character that it is always more difficult 
to select a man for the road than for any 
other position in a large mercantile house. 
The advantages of holding this position be¬ 
ing more strikingly in evidence than the dis¬ 
advantages connected with it, and the talent 
required being so considerably underrated 
by aspiring applicants, it becomes perplexing 
to select the right man out of the many un¬ 
tried ones who imagine themselves able to 
fill so important a position. The reason for 
this condition is probably more due to the 
fact that there is not the opportunity for the 
apprenticeship in this field that there is in the 
other departments of commercial life, than 
to the lack of good material. 

A lad that has a talent for figures can be 
educated by the slow process of evolution 
from an entering clerk, through the counting 
house, to be chief cashier, with a reasonable 
assurance that in the end he will be the right 
man in the right place. The movements of 
apprentices in the retail and sales depart¬ 
ments can also be watched step by step until 
they reach the counter or “ the floor,” and

give final proof of their ability as salesmen. 
There are also special qualifications re¬ 
quired to make a successful buyer—judg¬ 
ment, enterprise, and discretion, traits that 
many an excellent salesman does not pos¬ 
sess ; yet the difficulty of selection in this 
department is not so great, because every 
salesman with ordinary ability and enter¬ 
prise has an opportunity of watching his 
buyer’s tactics, and thus of fitting himself 
for the vacancy when it occurs. 

None of these opportunities are open to the 
would-be commercial traveller, for with the 
exception of occasional trials made among 
the city trade at home, or at a short dis¬ 
tance, the aspirant to the position of travel¬ 
ler is an untried hand and in most cases must 
make his first venture as a. speculation both 
for himself and the house—hence the frequent 
complete failure of many men sent out, and 
the consequent loss of trade to their em¬ 
ployers. This lack of provision for services 
sure to be needed must be considered a 
weakness in the management of most large 
houses that may be attended by serious con¬ 
sequences. The motion of trade depends 
very largely upon the activity of the wide¬ 
awake and experienced commercial travel¬ 
ler; yet there is little or no opportunity for 
a young man to secure the experience neces¬ 
sary to make him a valuable promoter of 
the business of his house. These two facts, 
and the importance of changing travellers 
as seldom as possible, should convince the 
heads of large mercantile houses of the 
necessity of apprenticing a man intended for 
the road for at least one or two years to a 
skilled commercial traveller who is known 
for his knowledge of business, his steady hab¬ 
its, industry, reliability, perseverance and 
general success. 


THE HOUSE OF CROWELL. 

The removal of the Boston house of Thomas 
Y. Crowell & Co. to New York, according to 
the Boston Literary World, “ is not only one 
of the signs of the literary and publishing 
times, but a step upward and onward in an 
honorable and successful business career, 
which will be noted with interest by the large 
constituency of readers familiar with their 
imprint. The firm began as successors to 
Benjamin Bradley, a Boston bookbinder, who, 
in his turn, began business as far back as 1834, 
and was in a sense the pioneer in cloth binding 
in this country. Mr. Bradley’s first profit¬ 
able stroke was his work upon the covers of 
‘ Six Months in a Convent,’ a volume which 
had a remarkable sale for its day. For many 
years Mr. Bradley bound all the publications 
of Ticknor & Fields, Phillips, Sampson & Co., 
Crosby & Nichols, and many other old Boston 
firms, and did also a large amount of work for 
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out-of-town publishers, notably for D. Apple- 
ton & Co. Mr. Crowell had entered Mr. 
Bradley’s employ as a boy, in 1856, at $4 a 
week, his first tasks being to ‘take the time’ 
of the hands as they came to work in the 
morning, sweep out the office, etc., getting to 
work at 6.30 in the morning without any break¬ 
fast, and going home to breakfast after the 
1 help ’ had come in. After a few years he be¬ 
came bookkeeper, next took general charge, 
and on the death of Mr. Bradley, in 1862, he 
undertook the business and carried it on for 
three years, for the benefit of the estate. 
Then, after a five years’ copartnership with 
Mr. Bradley’s widow, he succeeded to the 
business in full in 1870, and finally started out 
for himself.” 

In December, 1875, Mr. Crowell purchased 
the plates of the books formerly published by 
Warren & Wyman at 744 Broadway, New 
York. From that time dates Mr. Crowell’s 
career as a publisher. He continued the busi¬ 
ness of Warren & Wyman, in his own name, 
at 744 Broadway, under the management of 
William W. Wyman, retaining his bookbind¬ 
ing business in Boston. Slowly but steadily 
the publishing business grew from a small line 
of juveniles and Sunday-school books to a 
line as comprehensive and important almost as 
the Bohn libraries. While particularly strong 
in reprints of English classics the Crowell 
business has also developed on original lines, 
especially in the department of economics and 
social science, and in translations from the 
Russian, French, and German—among the 
latter being the works of Tolstoy, Victor Hugo, 
and Von Sybel’s “ German Empire.” 

It was the aim of Mr. Crowell from the 
Start to publish standard literature in attrac¬ 
tive styles at reasonable prices, and having 
their own bindery the firm have given careful 
attention to all details of manufacture, and 
pride themselves on giving first-class work in 
their cheapest books. 

The limited quarters at 744 Broadway were 
soon exchanged for larger ones at 13 Astor 
Place, and these in time were abandoned for 
still larger ones at 46 East 14th Street, which 
also in turn became cramped as the business 
increased, so that the additions’of the last few 
years called for still more enlarged accommo¬ 
dations. 

It is the inconvenience of having a manufac¬ 
tory and a publishing house separated at such 
a distance from each other, now grown to be 
so serious, that decided the firm to make New 
York the headquarters for the future. Mr. 
Crowell has associated with him his oldest 
son, T. Irving Crowell, in charge of general 
details of publishing, a second son, J. Os¬ 
borne Crowell, who looks after the manu¬ 
facturing, and a brother, E. Osborne Crow¬ 
ell, who superintends the bindery. 

A most pleasant and suggestive feature of 
this transfer from Boston to New York is the 
fact that a number of the employees, both men 
and women, have come over from Boston to 
New York, to continue their work in the 
bindery, thus showing their loyalty to the firm. 
One of them, who holds an important posi¬ 
tion, looks back with pride upon the record of 
a continuous service with the firm for over 
forty years. 


A NEWSPAPER NIGHT AT THE 
BOOKSELLERS’ LEAGUE. 

At the April dinner of The Booksellers’ 
League, given at the Aldine Association on 
the evening of the 18th inst., T. J. Vivian, a 
well-known journalist, the author of “With 
Dewey at Manila,” and other books, gave 
to the uninitiated a graphic insight into 
the methods now in vogue in the making 
of a great daily newspaper. In a very con¬ 
cise and happy manner he described the duties 
of the chiefs of the various departments that 
form the executive board of the newspaper, 
then showed the system used in gathering 
news, how the matter was put into form, 
and outlined some of the difficulties confront¬ 
ing the editor in his selection of what to 
print and what to leave out. 

“ The ordinary edition of a paper,” Mr. 
Vivian said, “ is that of sixteen pages, each 
page of seven columns, each column of 1200 
words in nonpareil, or, as Mr. Lightning Cal¬ 
culator has figured out, it would take a to¬ 
tal of 134,000 words of nonpareil type to fill 
an ordinary sixteen-page, seven-column pa¬ 
per. But of all this space comparatively little 
can be used for straightaway news. 

“ The advertisements, at an average of fifty 
columns, take the space of 60,000 words, and 
reduce the total to 74,000. The editorial page 
takes away the space of 8400 words; the 
sporting page takes away the space of 8400 
more; the commercial, real estate, and finan¬ 
cial page, 8400 more; or a total of 25,200 
word space for these three departments. 
Taking these figures from the already dimin¬ 
ished 74,000-word space, -we have left but 
48,800. or say, roundly 49,000. 

“ But the reduction process is not yet com¬ 
plete The pictures occupy, on an average, 
the space of seven columns, 8400 words, and 
the heads eight columns, or 9600 more words; 
that is, a space of 18,000 words for heads and 
cuts. Take away these figures from the rap¬ 
idly diminishing available space of 49,000 
-words, and we have just a 31,000-word space, 
or, about twenty-six columns for general 
news. Now, what is the supply for this lim¬ 
ited demand? 

“ The A. P. Telegraph sends in every day 
of national, foreign, ship and market reports 
about 120,000 -words, of which of undepart- 
mental, straightaway news there are about 
80,000 words. 

“ The special and regular telegraph corre¬ 
spondents send about 40,000 words. 

“ The Standard sends in of routine sub¬ 
urban news about 20,000 words. 

“ The A. P. local about 25,000 words. 

“ The city staff writes about 25,000 words, 
or a total of about 190,000 -words, or 56,000 
more words than would fill the paper should 
all the columns of every one of the sixteen 
pages be packed with solid, unillustrated, 
unheaded news. 

“ Or what would almost fill every column 
of a twenty-three page paper. 

“ Or 159.000 words, that is 122 columns 
more than is used.” 

In concluding his interesting talk Mr. 
Vivian asserted that “ the man who calls 
journalism a profession doesn’t know what 
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he is talking about. It is a business, a 
plain case of trade, and that of the hardest 
-and most exigent nature. Then why do men 
flock to it? you ask. I’ll tell you. For three 
reasons: 

“ First, because of the shattered remnants 
of a college lad’s glamour that still hang 
round it, the idea that the newspaper office 
is a sort of curious, wildly'free path to the 
sunlit field of letters. 

“ Second, because it requires no prepara¬ 
tion, no examination, no diploma, no pro¬ 
fessional safeguards. Anybody can get into 
the newspaper workshop. 

“ Third, because the unbusiness brain is 
plentiful and cheap. 

“ That’s it. The concretion of the whole 
matter lies in the last reason, and out of 
it grows the great antithetical fact that it 
is the business brain that pays, the business 
brain that makes its owner rich, the business 
brain that makes a paper great. 

“ Sixteen pages filled with the best news 
from all over the world and reported by the 
best news writers in the world would not 
make a paper great—if the enterprise ended 
there. The processes of gradual apprecia¬ 
tion of a good thing because it is good may 
result in a post-mortem monument, not in 
dividends while living.” 

Josiah C. Pumpelly entertainingly reviewed 
the past of the press, recalled the influence 
exerted by the “ fourth estate ” in great crises 
in England and in this country—by such 
giants as Swift, Coleridge, “Junius,” Zenger, 
Thomas Paine and Horace Greeley—and 
ended with an appeal to the consciences of 
modern moulders of opinion to zealously 
guard iheir independence in order that they 
may be free to expose fraud and injustice 
no matter where and by whom committed. 

The addresses which were both most heart¬ 
ily applauded were followed by a brief dis^ 
cussion in which Messrs. Cutter, Malkan, 
S. E. Briggs and Desmond Fitzgerald took 
part. 


BRAYTON IVES’S COLUMBUS 
LETTER. 

In .the Appellate Division of the Supreme 
Court a decision was handed down on the 
17th inst., affirming the verdict for the de¬ 
fendants in the suit of Brayton Ives to re¬ 
cover $4278 from Gilbert I. Ellis and Robert 
V. Elvey, the English dealers in rare books, 
who, he alleged, caused him to pay $4500 
for a book which was worth only $225. 

Mr. Ives said at the trial that he sup¬ 
posed he was purchasing the original edition 
of a rare and valuable book, printed from 
movable type, which contained an account of 
the first voyage to America of Columbus, 
written by him to his friend and patron, 
Louis De Sant Angel, whereas it was only 
a reproduction. 

Judge Goodrich, who wrote the decision, 
says that there was no evidence of express 
warranty by defendants, who denied that 
the book was an imitation. The defendants 
put on the stand experts who testified to the 
genuineness of the book. All the facts were 
before the jury, and it was for them to decide. 


D. APPLETON & CO. NOT IN A BOOK 
TRUST. 

To counteract a sensational statement that 
appeared in some of the New York daily 
newspapers, to the effect that a book trust is 
now forming and that it already controls 
the house of D. Appleton & Co. among 
others, the receiver of the firm of D. Appleton 
& Co., J. H. Dougherty, replies that “ not a 
single statement in the article is worthy of the 
slightest credence, so far as I have any know¬ 
ledge or belief, except the assertion that the 
house of D. Appleton & Company is to be re¬ 
organized. That statement I believe and 
fully endorse. While no official report has 
yet been made by me, my examination seems 
to justify the conclusion that the assets of D. 
Appleton & Co. exceed its liabilities in the 
ratio of more than two to one. 

“ One statement in the article under con¬ 
sideration is an utter fabrication. The article 
asserts that it was reported [on the 18th inst.] 
that an offer had been made by the receiver 
of D. Appleton & Co. to some creditors of 
66 2-3 cents on the dollar of their claims, 
which offer had been generally refused. This 
assertion is in every respect false. Not only 
has there been no offer of 66 2-3 cents, but no 
offer whatsoever. My confident expectation 
is that the creditors of D. Appleton & Co. 
will receive dollar for dollar and that there 
will be an abundant equity for the stockhold¬ 
ers.” — 

COMMUNICATIONS. 

A MOVEMENT TO RELIEVE THE BOOK - 
SELLER. 

Springfield, III., April 16, 1900. 

The many letters you have published in 
your columns looking toward a practical solu¬ 
tion of the discount problem have been read 
with interest and not a little profit, and I am 
sure the agitation has been productive of much 
general good. 

While the burden of the argument has 
gone to show that the publishers are, in the 
main, responsible for the retailers’ woes, and 
that they must take the initiative in any move¬ 
ment promising relief, the retailer must not 
forget that the success of the publishers’ 
efforts is dependent upon his co-operation, 
and it is to call the booksellers’ attention to 
a plan now being given a trial by two or 
three of our leading publishing houses, and to 
enlist their support in its behalf, that this 
letter is written. 

The plan referred to is a simple one, and 
offers the regular bookseller an opportunity 
of meeting the competition of the department 
stores on a more favorable footing, and if 
need be, on their own ground. The publishers 
agree to allow their best discount on small 
quantity orders ; one of them gives an extra 
10 per cent, on orders for 25 copies of one 
book. Again their best fall discounts hold 
throughout the year. The retail bookseller 
can readily see the advantages of this depar¬ 
ture. It is not now necessary to buy two 
hundred and fifty copies of a book in order 
to take advantage of an extra 10 per cent, 
(too often a Will o’ the wisp that vanishes 
behind a shelf of dead stock), as an order for 
a small quantity gives him the publisher’s 
best discount. 
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The retailer will sell more of these publica¬ 
tions because he has the best reasons in the 
world for pushing them, and at the expense, 
too, of the less generous publisher. 

This plan cannot but benefit the retailer, 
and the movement needs only the support of 
the trade in general to make the mutual ad¬ 
vantages so obvious that the other publishing 
houses will fall into line. 

While there are a few minor objections 
which may be urged against the above, espe¬ 
cially by the jobbers, they are of little weight 
when compared with the advantage of the 
scheme as a whole. Anyhow, it is a move in 
the right direction. 

A Prisoner of Hope.

OBITUARY NOTES. 

Florence Schoeffel, wife of General 
George J. Schoeffel, died on the 16th inst., at 
her residence, 69 Madison Avenue, New York 
City. For the last twelve years Mrs. 
Schoeffel had been well known as a writer of 
fiction under the pseudonym of “ Wenona 
Gilman.” Her maiden name was Florence 
Blackburn White, and she was born in Owen 
County, Ky., in i860. 

Horace Rude died at Springfield, Mass., 
on the 13th inst. He was a well-known fig¬ 
ure in the life of the city since 1854. Orig¬ 
inally a teacher, in 1856 he opened a book and 
stationery store. Successful in business, in 
1889 he purchased the land and erected the 
block in which his store is located, completing 
it in 1890. His store was for many years the 
scene of many informal gatherings of those 
who liked or practiced art. 

Ullrich Jahn, a well-known philologist 
and folklorist, died in Berlin, March 23, aged 
forty-nine years. Among his published writ¬ 
ings are “ Die abwehrenden und Siihnopfer 
der deutschen,” “ Volkssagen aus Pommern 
und Riigen,” “ Die deutschen Opfergebrauche 
bei Ackerbau und Viehzucht,” etc. He or¬ 
ganized the German Village in London in 
1892, which, in a more complete form, was 
also exhibited at the Columbian World’s 
Exposition at Chicago.

It is gotten up in two attractive volumes and 
also in one volume. They have just ready a 
“ Condensed History of Modern Times,” by 
Victor Duruy, and a “ Condensed History of 
the Middle Ages,” by the same author. Both 
of these volumes have been revised by Pro¬ 
fessor Edwin A. Grosvenor, of Amherst Col¬ 
lege, and contain finely engraved colored 
maps.
